Cancel non -elected claims 12-20. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claim 1 
limitation of a silver alloy consisting essentially of erbium as a first dopant element and 
gallium as a second dopant element wherein the combined total concentration of the 
first and second dopant elements is from 0.01 to 3.0 atomic% is novel because the prior 
art does not teach this limitation. The closest prior art is Ohno et al. US 2002/01 14915 
which teaches a reflective layer made of alloys comprising Ag, Al, Au or Cu and up to 
10 atom% of impurity elements which include Cr, Mo, Mg, Zr, V, Nb, Hf, Ag, In, Ga, Zn, 
Sn, Si, Cu, Au, Al, Pd, Pt, Pb, Cr, Co, Ti, rare earth elements, O, and N (see [0133]). 
Ohno does not disclose any specific Ag alloys that consist essentially of silver as a main 
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element, erbium as a first dopant element, and gallium as a second dopant element. 
Therefore, since the teachings of Ohno are so broad, the Examiner takes the position 
that it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select the 
combination of Ag, Er, and Ga from the long list of elements disclosed by Ohno.
